In a State of Siege— Forty Tbous 
and Men Strike and Ser- 
ious Rioting Follows. 



Early in the morn, as the sun peeps 

hove the rustic hills and swaying 
tree tops the earth welcomea his 
smiling face, adorned with a golden 
countenance that scorns to trows. 
'TIs a countenance that brings joy to 
the world day by day. Often dark 
clouds gather and roll, hiding his 
smiting face, and casting a gloomy 
appearance; but the earth ceases re- 
pining; for behind the clouds the son 
still shines awaiting the breaking ol 
the clouds and the azure of the sky. 
The clouds bid one another “good 
bye" for they know not when again 
they will meet; bnt the sun so faith- 
ful and strong, comes back to cheer 
the world. 

'Tis a sweet joy he brings to the 
green grass and the modest flowers, 
as they peep from beneath the dark 
coll into a land ol beauty and sun- 
shine. Again, his warmth and 
gentle touch lightens the wings of 
the little birds, while flitting from ob- 
ject to object, singing sweet songs to 
express joys that cannot, otherwise, 
be told. 

The value of kindness is to the hu- 
man race, as the value ol sunshine Is 
to the earth. Smiles soothe the brow 
and drown sorrow. Frowns crush 
love and accumulate fear. God, pity 
the innocent child that is taught to 
tremble at the voice of the strong, 
and is deprived ef the necessities of 
its love for the world!

The following are the striking 
points in President Roosevelt’s decis- 
ion of the Schley case: 

“In am satlfied that on the whole 
the court did substantial justice. 

“The court should have specifically 
comdemned the failure to enforce an 
efficient blockade at Santiago while 
Rear Admiral Schley was in com- 
mand. 

“There is a remarkable donbt 
whether ha (Schley) did or did net 
move his squadron with sufficient ex- 
pedition from port to port. The court 
is a unit in condemning Admiral 
Schley's action on the point where it 
stems to me he moat gravely erred — 
his ‘retrograde movements' when he 
abandoned the blockade, and disobedi- 
ence ol orders and misstatements of 
facta in relation thereto. 

“It certainly seems that il Admiral 
Schley's sctlona were censurable he 
should not have been left as second 
in command nnder Admiral Sampson. 
His o flenses were In eflect condoned 
when be was not called to account lor 
them. 

“The court could have considered | 
the question of command who was en- 
titled to the credit for the victory, but 
as a matter ol fact it unanimously ex- 
cluded evidence offered upon them 
and through its president announced 
its refusal to hear Admiral Sampson's 
side at all, and in view ol a neb exclu- 
sion the majority of the court acted 
with entire propriety in not express- 
ing any opinion on these points. 

“The New York was in plain sight 
and not very much farther from the 
eastermost blockade ships than the 
latter were from the Brooklyn, which 
was the westernmost of the line. 

“As soon as the Spanish ship ap- 
peared the five big American block- 
aders started toward them, in accord- 
ance with the standing orders of Ad- 
miral Sampson. 

“Technically, Sampron commanded 
the fleet, and Admiral Schley, as usu- 
al, the western division. The actual 
tact, the Impoitant fact, is that after 
the battle was joined, not a helm was 
shitted, not a gun waa fired, not a 
pound ol steam waa put on in the en- 
gine room aboard any ship actively 
engaged, in obedience to the order of 
either Admiral Sampson or Admiral 
Schley save on they own two vessels. 

It was a captain’s fight Se far aa 
the actual fight waa concerned, neith- 
er Sampson nor Schley, in fact, exer- 
cised any command. 

“The loop seriously marred the 
Brooklyn's otherwise excellent record, 
being in tact the one grave mistake 
made by any American ship that 
day. 

"There la no excuse from either 
side for any further agitation of this 
unhappy controversy." 



A Madrid dispatch says: It is es- 
timated that 40,000 men have struck 
at Barcelona and serious rioting took 
place. A state ol siege has been pro- 
claimed. The printers have tied up 
all the papers and none Is appearing. 

The mob attempted to sack the 
market buildings and stopped all 
street traffic. The factories and shops 
in the city have been closed. Groups 
of women bearing banners are taking- 
a prominent part in the disturbances. 
Seversl battalions ol troops are clear- 
ing the streets.

There ia an old cedar house at Fourth 
and Ferry streets, Metropolis, 111 ., 
that was partially destroyed by fire 
Saturday night lost. The structure 
is one of the oldest and most historic 
In Metropolis, and In It the renowned 
Bob Ingeraoll once taught school. 

The place was bnllt in the early 
’40’s by a man named Waterman, of 
the beat cedar logs, cat in the moun- 
tains of Tennessee. It was first a res- 
idence, bat later converted into a 
school room. 

When Ingeraoll taught school there 
he was a young man, living with hia 
parents, hia lather being a Presbyter- 
ian preacher there. He waa consid- 
ered somewhat laxy by his associates 
for the reason that he would not do 
hard, dirty work. He was contin- 
ually reading, and in the summer 
would spend considerable time up 
around old Fort Massac fishing or ly- 
ing around on the grass devouring a 
book. It became necessary for him 
to do something to contribute to hia 
own support and he took to school 
teaching. 

Uncle “Bobbie" Davisson remem- 
bers that when Ingeraoll taught be 
had what he styled the “Ingeraoll 
Half Dollar," which was n sort ol 
medal given to the pnpll to wear who 
stood at the head ol the class. It was 
made of a silver half dollar, and the 
pupils all jealously strove to win it. 
At the close of the term some ol the 
pupils were unable to pay their tui- 
tion, and Bob very freely told them 
not to worry, that he did not care for 
the money. While he was teaching 
he was also reading law and would 
•pend the noon bonr pouring over 
some musty law volume. In good 
westher he would lounge on the gross 
nnder a big tree back of the house 
and read. Sometimes he would go 
to sleep alter reading a book, and up- 
on waking could frequently repeat al- 
most everything he had read, so good 
was hta memory. However, he was 
not then considered anything unus- 
ual in point of Intellect, further than 
that he was thought to be a bright 
young school teacher and bad a great 
longing for engaging In debates ol all 
kinds. He always had ideas on every 
■abject, and was usually ready to ex- 
press them In a convincing manner.

A Baku, Transcaucasia, dispatch 
•■ya: Details which are slowly arriv- 
ing at Baku from Shamaka, show 
that >,000 persons, mostly women 
snd children, perished •• result ol the 
earthquake recently, end that 4,000 
houses were destroyed. Thirty-tour 
village* of the country surrounding 
Sbsmshs also suffered.

A great 
crevice has appeared, whence 1m 
mense flames and streams of lavs are 
being thrown out The course of the 
River Geoachalka has been altered In 
consequence of 1U bed being dammed 
with earth which has been disturbed 
by the earthquake. 

Battalion* of guards end detach- 
ments with tents have been dispatch- 
ed to Shemeka to aid in the work ol 
rescue.

Mr. McLaurin, 
who had turned toward Mr. Tillman, 
met him hall way, and in an inatant 
the two Senators, having swept Mr 
Teller aside, were engaged in a rough- 
and-tumble fight. Mr. McLaurin re- 
ceived a heavy blow on the forehead, 
while Mr. Tillman got a bad punch 
on the nose which brought blood. 

Assistant Sergeant at-Arms Laylon 
; sprang over desks to reach and sepa- 
rate the combatants, and himself re- 
ceived aeveral blows. He got be- 
tween them finally, and by main 
strength wrenched them apart. Sen- 
ators Warren, of Wyoming, and Scott, 
ol West Virginia, two of the most 
powerful men in the Senate, leaped to 
hla assistance and pinioned the arms 
ol the belligerent Senators and forced 
them into their seats. 

Intense excitement prevailed in the 
Senate and galleries, which were 
throaged with people who had been 
attrocted by the spirited debate. Ev- 
erybody was on bis leet. Not a word, 
however was spoken. 

Senators stood about the chamber, 
for the moment quite helpless and 
pale to the lips. Finally order was 
restored partially, and, in the midst 
of Intense excitement, the Senate 
went into executive session. 

For two hours the Senate discussed 
the event behind closed doors. When 
the doors were opened it was made 
known that both oi the South Caroli- 
na Senators by unanimous vote bad 
been declared to be In contempt of the 
Senate. They were permitted by a 
vote ol the Senate to make apologies 
to the Senate. These statements 
were listened to by the Senators and 
the people In the galleries with 
breathless interest. 

Senator Tillman left the Capitol 
when adjournment was taken for re- 
cess, and did not return for the night 
sesalon. Senator McLauran was in 
the chamber about 8 o'clock, but leit 
early. Neither Senator when seen at 
his home would make a statement.

Washington, Feb. 24 — The Presi- 
dent tc-day withdrew his invitation 
extended to Senator Tillman ol South 
Carolina to attend the dinner given 
to-night in honor of Prince Henry ol 
Prussia at the White House. It is 
stated that this action on the part ol 
the President was made necessary 
from the fact that It was due to the 
occurrences On the ft >or ol tbe senate 
last Saturday, when the Senator from 
South Carolina was declared in con- 
tempt ol the Senate. 

Senator Martin of Virginia, a men- 
' her ol the committee on haval affairs, 
accepted an invitation in Mr. Till- 
man's place. The invitation was ex- 
tended originally to Mr. Tillman ow- 
ing to the lact that he is the racking 
minority member of the naval affairs 
committee. 

There was a sensational stquel to 
the decision of the President to elimi- 
nate Senator Tillman from the list of 
dinner guests. The President sent 
lor Senator Cockrell ot Missouri and 
asked him as s fried and Democratic 
colleague of Mr. Tillman to suggest 
to the latter the propriety of with- 
drawing his acceptance of tbe dinner 
invitation The President explained 
his attitude in tbe matter and said 
that in view of the contempt proceed- 
ings Mr. Tillman’s presence would 
not only be an affront to the senate, 
but a discourtesy to Prince Henry. 
Mr. Cockrell accepted the commission 
and later telephoned to the President 
that Mr. Tillman absolutely refused 
to withdraw hit acceptance ia re 
sponae to the President's suggestion. 
The President immediately canceled 
the invitation in a note he dispatched 
directly to Mr. Tillman shortly belote 
noon. Simultaneously, Senator Mar - 1 
tin ot Virginia was invited to take 
Mr. Tillman's plsce st the dinner ss 
tbe next rsnking Democratic member 
of the seDste naval affairs committee. 1 

The following is the tetter from the 
White House, witbdrswing Mr. Till- J 
man's iuvitstion to dine there to- 
night: 

White House, Feb. 24. 

The President regrets that he is 
compelled to withdraw the invitation 
to you to dine to-night at the White 
House. Very truly yours, 
George B. Cortelyou, 
Secretary to ibe President 

Commenting upon the letter Mr. I 
Tillman says: 

"The President, of roarse, baa the | 
right to invite any one he chooses to 1 
dine with him officl.'My or other- 1 
wise, and and also has the right to 
withdraw snch invitation. Aa I am 
not conscious of having done any- 1 
thing personal or official which gives 
the President the right to insult me, 1 
am surprised at his action. The invl 
tation to the dinner < a ns to me un 
sought and unexpectedly, and so far 
as the withdrawal is concerned it is a 
matter oi absolute indifference to me 

"It Is the motive behind it which 
seeks to put me in the condition ol 
unworthiness to meet the President 
and his guests belore final action hy 
the senate. I come from a country 
where custom makes it obligatory 
upon any roan who regards himself a 
■gentleman to promply resent an in- 
I suit and the method is by challenge 
to a dnel. That was once tbe custom, 
but it is now obsolete la the United 
States, and we have been forced as a 
people here to cling to tbe old Anglo- 
Saxon rale of considering the lie di- 
rect as the first blow, and no man 
could hold op his head in decent so- 
ciety should he, being near enough to 
answer the lie with s blow, not give it.

The citizens of Livermore were 
shocked Tuesday morning by finding 
the dead body of Denzel Moore, on a 
shanty-boat mo3red just above town, 
to the Ohio bounty bank. The body 
was discovered about 9 o'clock Tues- 
day morning by the ferrymen, John 
Htselip and J. C. Noble, lying upon 
the floor of the shanty-boat in a great 
pool of blood, with a bullet hole 
through hia head. 

The officers of the town ol Liver- 
more immediately took charge oi the 
body end the Police Judge held an in- 
quest over hls body which resulted in 
a verdict that Moore came to hia death 
by s pistol shot fired from the hand 
of a party unknown. 

Moore was about fifty year* old and 
had been a barber at Livermore lor 
some years. About two mouths ago 
he bought a shanty-boat and engaged 
in the blind tiger businees. Moore 
had been a good citizen, well liked by 
the people ol Livermore, but when be 
went to selling whleky, his wife so 
disapproved of hls engaging in the 
business that they had not been liv- 
ing together since, however, be gave 
her an allowance ol $10.00 a week lor 
the maintainance of bersell and child. 

About 3 o'clock Tuesday morning, 
people living in the immediate vicin- 
ity of Moore's boat, beard the report 
ol a pistol and as hls body was atifl 
when found, it Is supposed that be 
was murdered at thia time. From the 
circumstances in which the body was 
lonnd it is believed that tbs murderer 
called on Moore lor a bottle ol whisky 
and while he waa in a stooping posi- 
tion drawing it, shot him io the back 
ol the bead, the ball coming ont near 
his right eye.
